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DETAILED ACTION 



Allowable Subject Matter 



1 . Claims 28-40 are allowed. 

2. The following is a statement of reason for the indication of allowable subject matter: The 
closest prior art, U.S. Patent Number 6,523,048 to DeStefano, teaches a method of concurrently 
presenting multiple development threads represented by a collection of chronologically-arranged 
information. The reference further discloses defining development threads in a number of 
manners, including different points of view, perspectives, writing styles, levels of comprehension 
and levels of detail. The reference fails to disclose automatically associating time-based 
indicators with the documents. The prior art cited of record does not demonstrate the methods of 
utilizing a document stream in a way that does not require a user to apply naming a file when 
created and choosing a location in which to place the file. Users are required to store new 
information in fixed categories that is directories or subdirectories, which are often an inadequate 
organizing device. The reference does not disclose an operating system in which the location and 
nature of file storage is transparent to the user, for example, the storage of the files is handled 
automatically and file name are only used if a user chooses to invent such names.
